As Mr. Clutton-Brock points out, Morris’s pro- 
gression from “ aesthetic discoritent "to social re- 
furm was parallel with that of Ruskin’s, whose.

ON THE UPPER AMAZON 


A Remarkable Acount of an Eight Years’ 
_ Experience Among the Rubber 
: Gatherers of Brazil

YEAR or so ago all England was stirred 
by information of the atrocities perpeirated 
on the native rubber gatherers of South 
America. For years England had been denouncing 
the cruelties suffered in the same calling in the 
Congo Free State, when suddenly the fact was 
brought home that conditions were scarcely less 
horrible in the industry as carried on by British 
companies, for the benefit of British stockholders, 
in the forests of the Amazon. It is fo throw light 
upon the actual state of affairs in the far-distant 
upper regions of the Amazon that Joseph F. 
Woodroffe has written his remarkable book. 
It is remarkable, because it is the product of 
@ man not well skilled in letters, but evidently 
by mature as a keen observer. In the 
eight years of this experience, Mr. Wood- 
roffe was successively trader, planter, adminis- |} 
trator, and peon. Going out te South America.to _ 
work for’a well-known commercial house, he soon 
struck out for himself, and lived the life of a 
trader in the heart of South America. Far from 
civilization, he dwelt for months at a time among 
the Indians, sometimes employing them, . some- 
~ times nursed by them through a severe aitack 
of illness. _ Misfortune followed haré at his heels, 
and at length he found himself an employe of 
one of the cig companies, and to all intents 
and purposes r d to as hopel a condition 
of peonage as the Indian rubber gatherers, -Ex- 
tricating himself from this experience largély 
through the accident of the arrival of the British 
commission to investigate the rubber industry, he 
has returned to England to write what he knows 
by bitter months of toil of the cofiditions which 
prevail in tle regions of the upper Amazon. In 
doing so heémakes no excuses for. himself. He 
frankly admits that during one stage in his ex- 
perience he bet so hopel of ever leaving 
the interior of South America that_he sank to 
participation in the customs which at first had 
nauseated him with horror. : 
' s What Mr. Woodroffe has-to say of the peonage 
systim Bears the atamp of credibility: he describes 
it with the same care which “he gives to his ac- 
counts of South-Amierican fauna and flora.. ‘The: 
termble conditions in the rubber industry seem ‘to 
depend in the main’on the fact that it is carried 
on in the remote district of the upper Amazon, .. 
far from ally restraint‘on the part of constituted 
authorities. The rivers of which Mr. Woodroffe —}f 
writes are from 1,500 to 2,000 miles from the 
mouth pf the Amazon, and to reach thein a great- 
part: of the distance mitist be traveled by canoe. 
Here in the wilds the rubber companies have 
established themselves, and whatever is ‘their 
ownership, many of them being nominally British, 
their local agents are for the most part Brazilians, 
Peruvians or Ecuadoreans, who have exploited the 
docile native Indians, of the.region with no regard 
for humanity, and, as it may well turn out in

Into the details of the actual treat- 
ment of the Indians, Mr. Woodroffe does 
not enter at any great length He 
refers frequently to the report of Sir_ 
Roger Casement upon the hardships they 
suffer on the Putumayo, but he tells 
enough to bring.out the hopelessness of 
their lives. He describes how. young 
girls are drafted into the service of thei 
masters without any ‘coriguitation of . 
their own wishes and beaten. unmerci- 
fully if they demur. He pictures. the 
rubber gatherers toiling through the 
forest. under heavy loads of erude rub- 
ber, and after a. single inadequate 
meal of nauseous food forced to march 
back burdened with, a still greater 
weight of camp necessaries, When. they - 
make a successful trip, they have no. 
certainty that they will receive full pay- 
ment, as the managers alone keep the 
accounts, and even if no deductions are 
made they are delib ely tempted to 
purchase from the company’s store. at 
exorbitant prices far more goods than 
they can possibly pay for, So the rubber 
concern gets all the fruit of the man‘s 
labors, and he finds himself deeper and 
deeper in debt the longer and the harder 
he works. 2 

From these painful pictures it is pleas- 
ant to turn-to: the Jighter side of ‘Mr. 
‘Woodroffe’s book. He has much. that 
is of interest to tell of the manners and

ARNOLD’s essays, which in 

cludes -a reprint from the 
second edition of. the “Essays in 
Criticism” of 1869, and the Ho- 
mer Lectures, there are appended 
‘five essays hitherto uncollected. 
They are obviously lesser achieve- 
ments, written casually for the more 
or less casual readers of the London 
periodicals which gave them room, but 
they offer an illuminating view of that 
background out of which have come 
such polished estimates as those of 
MAURICE DE GUERIN and JouBERT, such 
carefully formulated forensic as “ The 
Function of Criticism.” It is always 
a risky thing to do, this rescuing of 
an earlier and lesser manner from 
oblivion for the sake of here and there 
a phrase or paradox that seems fair 
enough. Had Mr. ARNOLD felt himself 
just a little less at home with his 
popularity in ’69, it is doubtful if he 
would have ventured into print with 
one of these essays, an appraisal of the 
Greek spirit, delivered as an inaugural 
lectyre in the Poetry Chair at Oxford. 
His prefatory note in which he de- 
plores “the imperfection of this sketchy 
and generalizing mode of treatment” 
bears. witness to an uneasiness which 
the readers of the essay will find all 
too justifiable. Rather than style, 
it is the thought itself which seems 
trite and inflated.. Yet much of the 
“best which ARNOLD has had to offer in 
the cause of intellectual emancipation 
seems today, if not trite, common- 
Place—a fact which points -to his 
inestimable service to modern thought 
rather than to flaws in his achieve- 
ment. For we have literally assimi- 
lated his conttibution; a fact brought 
home by these five informal essays, 
with their rather unadorned presenta- 
tion of fact and a somewhat in- 
stinctive vocabulary. Today the book 
reviewer steers around such .adjectives 
as “significant,” “vital,” or .“ade- 
quate,” ~ They sprinkle the five papers 
of this yolume; but it is not ARNOED’s 
fault that we have wrung them dry 
of the meaning he found in them.

“Not intimate with the 
tradition which these have bred, the 
generation in question has not eyen 
had the power to throw it over. It 
accepts WELLs, SHAw, CHESTERTON, 
GALSWORTHY, and MasEFIELD, not in 
preference to DICKENS and THACKERAY, 
but because they are new and of to- 
day. These later writers are well 
enough in their way, but, asks Miss 


“ALLEN, what precious secrets of civi- 


lization do they transmit, what laws 
of conduct do they expouhd, how will 
they serve as rulers of life? 

It is difficult to imagine even the 
most ardent Victorian enthusiast sub- 
scribing to so airily founded an indict- 
ment as this. The fact that. we have 
exacted a public school education: or 
its equivalent from all of this very 
same generation quite removes the 
possibility that TENNYSON or EMERSON 
are today unknown names. The fact 
that, in spite of the tendency of every 
age to read its ‘contemporaneous writ- 
ers, the sales of DICKENS, THACKERAY, 
and Grorcz Eiot. have been vast- 
ly greater in the last ten 
years than in the ‘decade which 
produced ‘them, or even in. the 
decades immediately following them, 
milifates somewhat against Miss AL- 


LEN’s assertion that “every book which | 


inspired the mid-Victorians is out- 
worn—a back number ® _the post- 
Victorians.” 

It is, moreover, a pretty tough stand- 
ard which Miss ALLEN would -set for 
our literary achievements when .she 
asks, “ What has MEREDITH or Hagpr 
to tell you about the conduct of your 
own affairs?” Granting even that 
this was a permissible standard for an 
age which thirsted for programmes 
of conduct, it is hardly fair to feist 
that standard upon a different day, 
damning accordingly the whole of 
the present’s literary tribe that it 
goes- no further than the faith- 
ful reflection of the time. On the 
whole, it is to be feared that the sur- 
viving late Victorians will stand a 
little appalled at Miss ALLEN’s adven- 
tures in forensic. The present gen- 
eration—it is not even post-Victorian 
—will take joy therefrom; it pleasures 
in being told how hopeless it is.
